The question of their le- 
gality, however, we do not propose to dis- 
cuss now. Be that as it may, the undis- 
puted fact remains that lotteries here flour- 
ish with impunity; that Kentucky is the 
only State within our knowledge defiled 
by a ‘State lottery;” that Kentucky is the 
very source, center and front of nine- 
tenths of the lottery gambling in the land, 
and the only State except California which 
affords it such recognized publicity as to 
render it in any great degree harmful; and 
al] this, too, in the face of a public statute 
as stringent as that above quoted. 

This condition of things forcibly illus- 
trates the incoherent, blind, inconsistent, 
contradictory character of legislation in 
Kentucky ; how little consideration the ma- 
jority of our legislators have had for pub- 
lic ends ag public policy; how much for 
private ends and private jobs thet had 
money in them; how culpably eareless or 
how cTiminally corrupt thie majority has 
been. As has been stated, the lottery busi- 
nessin Kentucky is a crime, with severe 
penalties denounced against it, and has 
been so since the establishment of the 
Commonwealth. This is as it should 
be, for Of all the forms of gambling 
with which the world in general and 
this community in particular is cursed, the 
lottery is the most tempting, the most de- 
moralizing, and the most to be dreaded. 
| It has peculiar facilities for working evil. 


_~ Bg custom was | Faro finds no apologists, keno ceunts no 


| defenders outside of the bands of harpies 
_ who prey upon the honest and thrifty por- 
tions of the community. But the lottery 
dares lift its head and walk erect even 
. among gentlefolks and honest. ‘It boasts 
of its lineage and its public works. It 
points to the schools and churches and art- 
galleries and bridges and monumesté which 
it has built. It points out a near relation, 
the raffle, recognized, protected and even 
patronized by the church herself. It comes 


every day asking legislative recognition at | 


the hands of our General Assembly, and 
this, too, it receives, not in the form of a 
general statute, for the general statute still 
denounces it and provides penalties against 
it, but by special license; for no private 
scheme for gambling by lottery need apply 
te the Legislature in vain. Shall we be 
surprised then that, with such advantages 
atlorded by law and by influential 
portions of public opinion, the lot- 
tery is prepared to do a thriving busi- 
ness and prey with extraordinary 
success upon the thrift of the land’ The 
ordinary forms of what is usually recog- 
nized as gambling have comparatively few 
charms for the great mass of the people, 
and even these are somewhat obscured by 
the veil of secrecy, and so force and fraud, 
cunning deceit and drunkenness, are found 
such frequent and such successful adjuncts 
of that species of gambling. These 
means and their promoters are too dis- 
gusting and too degraded to entrap any 
but those similarly minded. But the al- 
lurements of the lottery wear an air of re- 
spectability; and thougands upon thou- 
sands of honest, hard-working, respecta- 
ble and peor men are here first tempted by 
some splendid ‘‘scheme” for making them 
a fortune without labor, and for the first 
time they have aroused within their 
breasts the devilish passion of gaming. 
The first kindling of the passion is hardly 
discernable, but the end is inevitable, and 
itis horrible. We call to mind to-day a 
poor outcast, once honored and respected, 
and holding a high position of public 


_ trust; unce im cumfurtabdle ciroumsetances, 


_ | now penniless, whose wealth was gradually 


absorbed in his ungovernable passion 
for gambling in lotteries; and who, 
with a family almost starving, and an 
invalid wife, bedridden for years, would 
spend the last cent of any chance earnings 
upon a whole, or a half, or a quarter, or 
an cighth of a lottery ticket, and wait with 
the intensest interest for the twelve o'clock 
drawing and gohome with an empty pocket 
‘at uight to hear his family cry fur bread 
and to send them to his neighbors to beg. 
And this case is not solitary or excep- 
tional. To cure and to prevent such sad 
realities the general statute against lotteries 
was enacted, and to-day stands as one of 
the laws of the land. By this same stat- 
ute, too, it is provided that “three years 
after this chapter takes effect all rights and 
privileges which may have been granted 
by the Legislature of this Commonwealth 
to raise money by lottery for any purpose 
Shall cease and determine.” This three 
years expired July 1st, 1854 But time 
| after time has the Legislature stultified 
_ itself and the State of Kentucky by renew- 
ing and granting special privileges for 
_gainbling and robbing the people. In 1861 
a special license, originally granted in 1837, 
‘was renewed; the next day it sold for 
| sixty-three thousand eight hundred dollars, 
| and now sickens the State with its poisonous 
, breatn, “(his is the manner in which the 
| General Assémbly stultifies itself contin- 
ually, with one breath granting a license 
, to commit the very crime it had in the 
breath before denounted. 

These special gambling privileges al- 
, Ways seek to cover their nefarious pur- 
| poses with the cloak of a good object, 
(and nothing seems effectually to 
, have snswered this requirement as the 
chimes of eduvation. There. are now 
in the city of Louisville some twenty pro- 
fessed and professional lottery offices, 
_ whose *‘scheme,” if you examine the fine 
' yerat on their schedules, is established and 
drawn for the benefit of the “ Public 
Schools of Fiankfort,” or of the “ Univer- 
sity of Paducah ”—the grants under which 
these lotteries are now run having been 
originally made in aid of these institutions. 
But they have long since been wholly di- 
voreed from what was at first ostensibly 
their sole object, and now remain a pro- 
tected license in the hands of unscrupu- 
lous ten in New York for preying upon 
this community. It was necessary, at first,

be offered as prizes—ihigh stakes, indeed,

The school 
of the masses is the primary school, attend- 
ance upon which is compulsory and in the 

t cliies free of cost; in the provinces af- 
orded at the nominal rate of perhaps. five 
centsa month per child. From the primary 
school a pupil can go into a middle i, or 
into a school prepara forthe gymnasium, 
if he wishes a classical education; otherwise, if 
he wishes, into a shool preparatory for the 
real school, in which latter he receives train- 
ing to fit him for the study of the lower pro- 
feasions, as mechanics, cuguicering, commerce, 
architecture, ete. 7 

To trace upward, then, the course of a Ger- 
man child, we must begin with the primary 
school. Here, undoubtedly, has the system 
been brought to its greatest perfection, as no 
teachers are admitted to practice who have not 
been drilled by long courses in the seminaries 
or normal schools provided for their instruc- 
tion in the art of teaching. It is the aim of 
the school authorities to introduce such skill 
into the methods of the primary schools that 
no pupil will be obliged to study at home to 
master the usual tasks, the parents in many 
cases being so poor and their children so early 
devoted to toil that home-study would be im- 
practicable. This point deserves attention by 
American educators, who are generally of op- 
inion that that teacher is the best who iispires 
and requires the most “‘ciphering’’ and mental 
“digging’’ around the family altar. The pri- 
mary schole of Berlin are divided into three 
grades, the boys and girls constituting a sepa- 
rate division of cach grade, with scparate 
school-quarters. The course of study is the 
saine for every school, and must be coincided 
with by the private schools of that grade. 
‘this is another feature of the Prussian system: 
its supervision over all. private schools. 
These schools are not discouraged, but must 
submitt to the same regulations of study and 
discipline, and throw open their examinations 
to the same public inspectors as the public 
sehouls, fact, their fees are regulated by, 
or must have the sanction of the school au- 
thorities. Such a supervision protects the 
people from being preyed upon by education- 
al pirates, while it at the same time brings the 
public institutions into sharp competition with 
the real skill of individual enterprise. It re-

o return to the primary schools, we find that 
the course of study for the lower grade com- 
prises reading, writing, reckoning, singing and 
religion for both sexes—in all, twenty-six reci- 
tations weekly for each pupil, the whole time 
in school being five hours a day for four days in 
the week and three hours on Wednesday and 
Saturday. The second grade have the same, 
with the addition of geography and drawing 
for the boys and ‘‘womanly works’’ for the 
girls, and the third class, or higher department 
of the primary school, still further, history, na- 
tural science, geometry, —thirty-two recitations 
per week, 

“Religion” is put first in all the lists of 
studies, andis pursued wo an extent that would 
be deemed highly ‘theological’ in the Ameri- 
can school system. In the Berlin Lehr-plan 
(teach plan) this study occupies with the girls 
six of the thirty-two weckly récitations, the 
boys in the upper grade being only aiforded 
four. The instruc.ion covers the main points 
of Bible history, the prayers of the Lutheran 
liturgy and church songs, with practical texts, 
doctrinal passages, the parables, and Luther’s 
catechisin, and is usually given orally or direct 
from the Bible, the skill and qualification of 
the teacher being depended upon for such 
work, as well es for the instruction iy singing, 
which occupies two hours a week. Reading 
and writing are taughtin both the German and 
the Latin or English letter. In the use of the 
language itself the child is early taught to dis- 
sect and compose sentences. Arithmetical in- 
struction catends to denominational numbers, 
fractions,interest, proportion, and partnership, 
the girls not going so high as the boys, and the 
time consumed inno case amounting to that 
given to “religion."’ The clementary relations 
of geometrical lines and forms are taught io 
the upper grade and upper halfof the middle, 
Otherwise than this, two hours a week are to 
‘natural knowledge,’’ progress in wuich must 
largely depend upon the teacuecr, so indefinite 
ave the insiructions, It is to comprise at least 
a2 rudimentary knowlcdge of the vegetable, an- 
imal, and mineral kingdom,s the principal pro- 
ducts of different parts of the world, their re- 
lations to commerce and the trades, etc. Geog- 
raphy is taught in a peculiarly sensible manner.

Thetwo years togetier con- 
stitute Class Sccunda, the higher being Ober- 
Secunda, the lower Unter-Secunda. In the 
Ober-Secunda, religion embraces the history 
of the Reformation and the Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians; German, a ienetedann of Schiller’s 
minor works, with study of the Nibelungenlied 
and old. German literatare; Latin, Sallust, and 
the Anthologia; French and English, reading 
of classical authors and review of the grammar; 
history—Roman—the foundation of the 
city, the career of the republic and the em- 
pire; mathematics embraces astronomy, trigo- 
nometry, rent and exchange, with opties, 
polarization of light, ctc.; botany and zoology 
are reviewed, with the light metals in chemis- 
try; drawing consists of copies of busts and xe- 
licfs With perspective and shading; singing, in 
concert and alone. Any youth who has spent 
a year in Class Secunda, and passes examina- 
tion in the above branches, See his military 
service cut down from three years to one, me 
further, the privilege of choosing when that 
one ycar shall be served. While in service, he 
is distinguished among his comrades by a pe- 
culiar badge. This privilegé also attaches to 
Class Secunda, in the gymnasium, and acts as 
a powerful incentive to parents and pupils to 
avail themselves of educational facilities that 
might otherwise be unsued. Admission to 
certain ranks of the Prussian civil service is 
also only possible to those who have passed 
this or the final examinations of these two 
classes of schools, The last year, or Class 
Prima of the real-school, isanotuer step higher, 
of course, than the schedule above given, com- 
passing the Augsburg confeasion and another 
epistle, Goethe, Livy, analytical geo.aetry, 
more French and English, etc. 

I need not review the whole course of a gym- 
nasium, Suffice it to say that it compasses in 
thelast three of its nine years: In German, 
Lessing, Schiller and Goethe; in Freuch, various 
authors compiled for the purpose: in Latin, 
Cicero, Virgil, Horace, Livy, Tacitus and Latin 
coversation,; in Greek, Xenophon and Plutarch, 
tuen Homer, the Odyssey belore the Iliad, Plato 
and Sophocles; in English, I observe Dickens’s 
Christmas Carol,’’ which, if it isn’t a classic in 
style, is certainly one in the affections of the 
people, Here are furnished, then, nine years 
of Latin end French, seven of English and 
Greck, and I almost forgot to mention four of 
Hebrew, which is the only study not insisted 
upon, No wopder that the Germans make 
their university course entirely elective, when 
their cymnasia and real schools carry instruc- 
tion to so high a point, and vouchsafe so little 
election. Even singing is not clective, unless 
one can show a physician's certificate 6f ‘vocal 
disability.

Ivey had been Ming for some months of the 
present year wfth a girl named Jane Matthews. 
from all «ppearances in a questionable connec- 
tion. The girl afterwards left him and went to 
five with young Ben Myers, who had in his em- 
ploy as ae laborer ome Gabe Randolph. Ivey 
seemed to have taken muchto heart the deser- 
tion of the girl Matthews, and on the Saturday 
night previous to the shooting went over to 
Myers’ place to see her. She came out to him at 
the gate, and, it was charged by the prosecution, 
the .wo men, Myers and Randolph, subsequently 
drove Ivey away with threats and violence. 
That night his house was attacked and himself 
beaten, it bas vot been shown by whom. The 
next Sunday afternoon he returned to the Myers 
place, and received from the hands of Gabe Ran- 
dolph, whom be bad never seen before, as 
charged. the wound that afterwards resulted in 
his death After be was shot he was allowed to 
lie where he hed fallen for thirty minutes, none 
of the four persons within the house coming to 
his assistance or inquiring into his condition 
On this barbarity Judge Price seems to have 
been influenced much in fully committing the 
man Randolph for the murder df Amos Ivey, to 
be tried for his life for the same before a jury of 
his peers. 

Ivey was finally brought into the house, where 
he was kept until the following Tuesday, when he 
was removed tothe St. Joseph Infirmary, in this 
city. He lingered herein an almost continuous 
comatose condition until yesterday a week ago. 
when he died. Before his death he became a 
member of the Catholic Church, made his con- 
fession to a priest. and received the last offices of 
the Church. On the Thursday before ne died he 
was pronounced by Dr. C. B. Blackburn, the phy- 
sician in attendance, heyond the possibility of 
recovery, and advised to make all his prepara- 
tions for death. Coroner Weber was called in, to 
whom he made a clear and explicit death-bed 
deposition, which was reduced by that gentle- 
man to writing and auhosrmen to by Iver The

A day or two after the shooting of Ivey by 
Randolph a sort of Guasi-examination was heid 
before some magistrates in the neighborhood, in 
which the testimony of the parties immediately 
coneerned in the affair was admitted, but that 
of Ivey himself either not taken or not sought 

for. In this examination none of the parties, 
peculiarly enough, were committed for further 
trial, and a few days since Officer$5later and sev- 
eral other members of the police force of this 
city, went out te the scene of the affair, rear- 
rested Randolph and Myers and brought them 
to this city fortrial. After his atrest Randolph 
is reported to have stated that had he been 
within reach of his weapons tbe officers would 
not have gotten him -so easily. He is said to 
have been well known in the more evil localities 
of the city as a dangerous man, and is reported 
te have a brother serving out his time in the 
Jeffersonville penitentiary for some grave crime. 
The trialwas held yesterday, as stated, and 
Randolph finally commitied for the murder of 
Amos ivey,; and young Myers discharged.

of interest. Mr. ‘Lyle stated in conversation 
yesterdmy, that, alt!iough he had no doubt of the 
existene¢e of armed o commonly 
called {tuklux, emoug the poeple of Estill, Pow- 

‘adjoining ounties, and that outrages 
had ben committec by them upon the colored 
employ of the Estill Iron Works, he was confi- 
dent th&t no political bias whatever infhluepoed 
their ae@tion. Simce the fron works had com- 
meneed  o and prior to their opening, 
laborer# of every nationality, religion, and polit- 
ical opimion had flocked to Fitchburg from all 
parts of the country; from Pennsylvania, Ohio. 
South Carolina, New York, and other States. 
These nren bad been employed by the company 
in building a tramway, at wages of $150 
per day. The

pany em ployed negro laborers at the last-named 
price, arid the strikera endeavored to intimidate 
them by threats, and finally resorted to violence 
to accomplish their object. The troubles, then, 
in Estill county were of the same nature as labor 
riota, so frequent all over the country, in the 
North as in the South. Mr. Lyle was superinten- 
dent of the works at the time of the now cele- 
braied alleged Kuklux outrage on Bony Vaughn, 
tried before Commissioner Beatty yesterday, 
and of the one as reported to-day. Mr. L. is, we 
believe, from one of the Middle States, and is a 
gentleman in every way worthy of belief. 

The case for the Government opened yester- 
day withthe testimony of Darius Falkner, who 
deposed, in substance, that he was a blacksmith, 
employed at the Estill Iren Works, at Fitchburg, 
and that. fora time last winter, be carried the 
United States mails. During the latter part of 
February last—he believed on the night of Sat- 
urday, the 20th—an attack was made upon his 
house @ band of armed men. Anderson 
Crawtord, a preacher from Berea College, Ken- 
ltucky, was staying at his house that night, and, 
between the hours of elovenand twelve o'clock, 
went out to attend to his horse. While outside, 
a number of men came up, who fred a number 
of shots at Crawford, who retreated inside the 
Louse. He (Falkner) was standing at the door 
witha pistol in his hand, and the party fired 
several shots athim. He returned the fire three 
times, and they retreated behind a stack of rail- 
road ties, some distance trom the house. He 
then went out into the road and dared them to 
coine from behind their shelter and fight hima 
fairfight. His wife was sM@k inside, end he did 
not want to endanger hér iife. They 
fired at him again while he was stand- 
ing there, and four of the shots pen- 
etrated his clothes. William Johnson, 
a colored map, who was also staying with him, 
ran to bis Sssistance at this point, armed witli a 
double-barreled shotgun, and protected him 
while he reloaded. The Kuklux then retreated, 
and he went back tothe house. He recognized 
‘distinetly four of the party, Henry Thomas, Dan. 
McQuinn, Dan. McLaughlin and Walker Murray. 
The next morning he went to Thomas, who is 
represented to be a very dangerous map, and, 
finding him in his room, accused him of being in 
the party the night before, and told him if he had 
to fight for his life he wanted to have it out right 
there. He had been notified to leave before the 
attack, bat bad not complied with the warning. 

Collins, colored, testified that, on the same Sat- 
urday night as the attack on Falkner's house, a 
band of men rode by bis house, distant about 
two miles from Falkner’s, about two hours after 
the time of the attack. They stopped some dis- 
tance from his house and built a fire in the brush 
and jay down around it. He crept up within 
hearing and seeing distance, and recognized by 
the light of the fire the two prisoners, Athy and 
Cuddy; he did not know any of the others. He 
heard them talking about the attack, and heard 
one of them say to another, “If you had done as 
I said about the d—d s—n of a b—h, we would 
have got him,.”’ They stayed around the fire all 
night, and went away in the morning. 

Daniel Vaughn, (white) testified that on the 
night of the attack on James Falkner, he slept with 
David Athy, and that he did not leave the house 
that night. Granville Cuddy slept in the same 
house. 

By the testimony di this witness, adduced by 
the prisecation, the defense rested their case, 
claiming an alibi on the part of the two accused. 
They weie held .o answer, however, in the sum 
of $500 each, to appear before the October te 
of the Circuit Court, which bail was given a 
the parties released. 

A noticeable feature in both the trials yesterday 
and of the day before was the cowardly nature of 
the attacks, as shown by the testimony. Inthe 
attack on Bony Vaughn's house it was shown that 
a party of seventy-two, after making the assault 
on Vaughn and losing one of their number killed 
and eeveral wounced, retreated immediately on 
the arrivalof reinforcements to the small party 
within the house. Again, as shown in. the evi- 
dence of Falkner as above,a cumberof men 
were confronted. by a single man, and actually 
driven off by himself aided by but ome other. 
This evidence, though to be taken cum graano 
salia, appears, by all the facts adduced, to be 
substantially true, and marks most emphatically 
the cowardly character of these midnight marau- 
ders.

CHANGING GAUGE. 
The Gigantic Piece of Work that 1s to 
be Done on the Ohio and Mise 
sissippi Road To~-day.

Six Hundred and Eighty Miles of Rail. 


The change of gauge on the Ohie and Miasis- 
sippi railroad, which it is proposed to effect to-day, 
will be, without exception,the greatest work of 
the kind which has ever yet been attempted. To 
appreciate its extent, it must be borne in mind 
that the track to be changed is three hundred and 
forty miles in length, and that the rails on both 
sides are to be lifted, moved seven inches to- 
ward the middle of the track and fastened down, 
making six hundred and eighty miles of rail to be 
raised and relaid in one day. 

To effect all this In one day preparations on 
the largest scale have been made, and nothing 
has been left undone to facilitate the operation. 
The two lines of inner spikes, marking the nar- 
row gauge, have been driven the entire length of 
the road. Tools, spikes and ali the materials re- 
quired by the workmen have been distributed by 
the special trains to every point where they can 
possibly be needed. Even the places where the 
outside spikes are to be driven’in have been 
marked and prepared before band by boring holes 
in which to place the points of the spikes, so that 
it will only be necessary, § after shift - 
ing the rail, for one man to place the 
points of the spikes in the holes and a man 
following with a heavy bammer will drive them 
home, The saving of time by this simple ar- 
rangement is very material. The gauge of sidings, 
curves, &c., bas been long since changed, and on 
many of them narrow-gauge cars haye been 
placed, ready for use the moment the change of 
gauge iscompleted. At three shops belonging 
to the company—one at Eaat St. Louis, one at 
Vincennes and anoiher at Cochrane—twenty- 
eight locomotives have been reduced to the nar- 
row gauge, at an average cost of $3,500 each; 
fifty passenger cars, including baggage. mail, 
express, parlor, night and siletping cars, at an 
average cost per car of $150. Seven hundred and 
fifty freight ears, including all classes, an. three 
hundred new box cars, with outside car plat- 
forma, have been contracted for. 

The work of changing the gauge will commence 
at daybreak this morning. The force of laborers 
will be distributed in gangs of eight men to each 
mile of road, and the work will be under the di- 
rection of the following officers: J. L. Griswold. 
general superintendent; M. M. Martin, assistant 
general superintendent; T. D. Lovett, chief en- 
gineer; J. A. Smith and R. L. Engle, assistant 
engineers; W. W. Jones, superintendent of con- 
struction of western division; Thomas Adamson, 
ditto of eastern division; H. Elliott, master me- 
chanic of the western division; A. Thompson,ditto 
of the middle division; J. D.W. Potts, ditto of the 
eastern division; Wm. Brownlee, superintendent 
of western division; T. Van Nane, ditto of eastern 
division; E. C. Ryder, master of trains; E. 8S. Du- 
val, superintendent of bridges; and the following 
road-masters: H. D. Hanover, Asa Soule and 
Wright Kenner, of the western division; Wm. 
Bewan, Jas. Reynold, Jas. Calhoun and Robert 
Burke, of the eastern division; and P. Wiggins, 
of the Louisville diviaion. 

There will be no cessation of the work from 
the hourof commencing it till the change of 
gauge is completed. It is expected that the en- 
tire operation will be finished in sixteen or 
seventeen hours, or before dark this evening, but 
if necessary, the work will continue after dark 
until the last spike is driven home. On Monday 
morning the regular mail treins wil start from 
Cincinnatiand St. Louis, and throughout the day 
the rolling stock aud machinery will be distrib- 
uted to their proper places, in order to run all 
trains on schedule time on and after Tuesday 
next, 


In addition to the new rolling stock already - 


referred to, the company baye purchased forty 
new freight engines from the Baltimore locomo- 
tive works, They have all been delivered and 
are now in good running order. They have also 
purchased five new passenger cars of a pew, im- 
proved description. There have yet to be 
changed from the broad to the narrow gauge 
about seven hundred cars, including all classes, 
and fifty-four locomotives, One of the most 
difficult ptoblems to be solved in the whole oper- 
aiion has been the disposal of this rolling stock 
untilthe completion of the change of gauge. It 
would never answer to leave them anywhere but 
at places where there were works established for 
changing the gauges, and to collect them at these 
shops would be to embarrass the operations in 
changing the gauge. Vincennes, Seymour, Coch- 
rane, and the Gravel Pit were at length selected 
as the temporary depots for this broad-gauge 
stock, 

The Gravel Pit is seventeen miles west of Cin- 
cinnati, and was chosen as the principol place 
for storing the broad-gauge cars, on account of 
the facilities it afforded in the way of track room, 
Apumber of broad-gauge wooden tracks have 
been laid at the place. and the cars have been 
run Off on them till they can be reduced to suit 
the change of track. 

‘Lhe extreme breadth of the present gauge has 
been the greatest difficulty the company has had 
to encounter in changing it. In all previous 
changes of gauge there had only been one line of 
rails to be moved, the other remaining in the old 
position, but in this case to follow such a prece- 
dent would beto move one line of rails fifteen 
inches toward the middle of the track. The 
eflect would be to throw all the weight of trains 
to one side of bridges, cattle-guards, culverts, 
trestles, &c., &c., thus increasing accidents, 
while the inconveniences resulting from such a 
change would have been extreme. The plat- 
forms at all the stations on one side of the 
road would have Leen rendered partially useless, 
and it would have been necessary, either to ex- 
tend them outward, or to bring the track in to 
them-—-in either entailing heavy expense, much 
loss of time and great inconvenience. Water 
tanks on the same side of the track would also 
have been rendered unserviceable. It was, 
therefore, deemed necessary to move the rails 
seven and one-half inches nearer the middie of the 
track on each side, thus overcoming all the diffi- 
culties referred to, and giving greater anlidity to 
the track. Playing decided on this plan nearly 
five months ago, the officers of the company 
were instructed to make preparations for effect- 
ing the change the last week of July. So weil 
havethe plans been designed, and so faithfully 
have they been carried out, that everything is 
now in readiness, and, without any change in the 
original plan or postponing its execution a single 
day, the work will be accomplished. It is antici- 
pated that the entire expenditures in connection 
with the change will be about $1,500,000, 

Extensive improvements bave been made at 
the depot grounds of the company at East St, 
Louis. Since May Ist they have filled in 70,000 
cubic yards of earth, to furnish room for laying 
narrow-gauge track, and erecting a new depot 
for narrow-gauge cars. This new building bas 
been completed and will be ready for use on Mon- 
day.
